Mr.  Colton'.-.  I,octnre. 

jlr.  Colton 'a  second  Lecture  on  the  Indians  of 
,\'oii"  America,  delivered  at  the  University  Chapel, 
„j  Wednesday  evioiog,  was  interesting  and  in- 
rtneriw.  He  began  with  a.  recital  uf  the  obscure 
jwidWs,  which  history  or  tradition  has  preserved 
jo  Aboriginal  life  during  the  first  century  after  l.ho 
discovery  of  tho  country.  The  career  of  tho  Fivo 
Xitions  in  particular,  after,  a  fulicitous  sketch  of 
ibeir  character  and  government,  was  can  iod  on 
ifcrough  the  period  of  their  rapid  and  wide-spread 
{noquest,  ending  with  tho  extermination  about  the 
1(154,  of  tho  Ami  as  tee  on  the  head  water*  of 
£a  Susquehanna,  and  the  Eriea  on  the  Southern 
fats  of  thei  •  native  lake.  Mr.  Colton  turned  then 
pibe  colonies  just  planted  along  the  Atlantic,  be- 
f«e  which  all  tho  vast  interior  of  tho  wilderness 
dillunexplored,  with  its  wild  men  and  their  simple 
pgisuits,  and  the  unchanged  forms  of  Natuie,  were 
w  vsnisb  forever — shrinking  boforc  that  light  of 
(ivilwation,  which,  where  it  does  not  vivify  ami  il- 
jtene,  must  inevitably  blast  and  destroy. 

Ho  then  gave  a  narrative  of  the  extermination  of 
the  lrib?s  in  Virginia.  The  unscrupulous  aggrcs- 
(jons  o"  Lidian  rights,  the  supposed  feelings  and 
jtaioningB  of  Opechanchenough,  the  first  maisacre 
is  1622,  tbo  long  aerie*  of  desperate  conflicts,  the 
liollow-truce,  the  nine  years  retirement  of  the  stem 
csief,  sullenlj  preparing  to  renew  tho  struggle,  the 
jtconii  massacro,  t.;eoge>l  Sachem,  brol'en  in  body, 
mbtoken  in  spirit,  borne  in  tho  van  of  his  warriors 
on  a  litter,  and  directing  the  battle,  his  capture 
and  entrance  into  Jamestown,  ihe  assassination 
tad  death  of  this  Hannibal  rf  Virginia, — were  all 
described  in  a  graphic  and  spiri'ed  manner.  It  was 
•ho  remarked  that  after  his  death  tho  natives  of 
Virginia  made  very  little  resistance  to  the  en- 
croachments of  tho  Whites,  and  disappeared  so 
npidly,  that  within  half  a  century,  only  a  remnant 
or  two  was  left  between  the  Atlantic  and  Allegha- 
jlc»,  at  the  end  of  a  century,  and  very  few  only  in 
lie'entiro  State. 

Mr.  Colton  then  proceeded  to  the  settlement 
by  the  Paritans,  and  their  intorcourBC  with  the  na- 
tives.   Tho  unalysis  which  he  gave  of  tho  Pilgrim 
character,  though  brief,  was  boautiful  and  just. — 
This  ryas  followed  by  a  representation  of  the  trio 
.  groucus  ol"  the  i'equod  war,  and  ended  with  the 
struggle  and  death  of  Meiacorn,  called  King  Philip. 
This  part  of  the  subject  was  given  throughout 
with  great  felicity  and  vigor.    The  life  long  friend- 
ship  of  Maasasoit,  the  melancholy  fate  of  his  eld- 
est son,  Wansutta,  callod  by  the  English  Alexan- 
der, tho  accession  of  Metaoom,  the  causeless  jeal- 
ousies and  suspicions  of  the  colonists,  tho  indigni- 
ties and  wrongs  done  to  Philip,  his  long  forbear- 
ance his  enforcement  to  the  auiigslejUis  consum- 
mate art,  stateamansnip  and  diplomacy  while  his 
plans  were  secret,  his  buli  and  vigorous  muas- 
nrcs  when  the  war  had  begun,  tho  desolation  of 
the  settlements,  the  victories,  the  niverses,  the 
hunting  of  tho  royal  fugitive,  the  sorrowful  linger- 
ing around  the  home  of  his  fathers,  tho  retreat  to 
tiio  wild  and  gloomy  place  of  refuge,  the  stern 
and  sullon  grandeur  of  the  closing  scene — wcro 
narrated  with  a  rapid  and  glowing  eloquence. 

Mr.  Colton 's  next  lecture  is  to  be  delivered 
this  evening,  and  will,  we  trust,  be  well  attended.

Wedgwood,  Esq.  ("ho  had  and  hns  the  princi- 
pal management  of  if*  '  Course  of  Public  Debates 
at  the  Bioodway  Tabernacle,')  in  relation  to  a  De- 
bate will!  certain  Clergymen  who  had  either  par- 
ticipated in  the  previous  Debates,  or  had  expressed 
a  willingness  to  engage  In  a  farther  discussion  of 
Capital  Punishment.  We  promptly  consented  to 
men  them  on  equal  terms.  After  a  delay  of  .eve, 
tai  days,  wo  weto  informed  by  Mr.  W*B,GW0op 
that  he  could  not  snccec.1  in  making  the  arrange- 
ments on  the  other  side  of  tho  question.

In  your  paper  of  this  morning,  I  noticed  an  ar- 
ticle from  tho  '  New  York  State  Mechanic,'  re- 
specting the  establishment  of  Tron  Works  by  the 
State  in  Clinton  County,  in  which  great  ignorance 
is  displayed  and  some  important  mistakes  are  pro- 
mulgated. 

Will  you  allow  one  who  has  had  not  a  little  ex- 
perience in  the  manufacture  of  Iron,  to  make  some 
brief  remarks  through  die  medium  of  your  paper, 
with  a  view  to  correct  thes..-  errors  .' 

The  writer  of  thai  article  commences  with  tho 
modest  assumption,  "  that  persona  who  write  for 
Newspapers  should  knot*  that  cbarcoal-niade  iron 
is  absolutely  indispensable  for  certain  purposes 
where  really  good  iron  is  required, — inch  as 
chains,  tools,  ell  iron  required  for  steel,  sheet; 
iron,  wagnn-tires,  machinery,  Sx.  Sic."  if  the 
writer  had  used  the  caution  that  he  recommends 
lo  others,  be  would  have  known  that  nine-tenths 
of  nil  the  iron  used  in  the  United  Stnte*,  and  ninety* 
nine  one-handredths  of  that  used  in  Kngland  for  the 
purposes  he  enumrrates — except 1  iron  required  for 
>tcel ' — are  made  wholly  or  in  part  with  mineral  coal. 
Ihe  best  Lnglish  chain-cable  iron  is  made,  and  has 
been  for  years,  exclusively  with  mineral  coal ;  and 
most  of  the  American  iron  now  used  at  the  several 
Navy  Yards  in  this  Country  is  also  made  wholly  or 
in  part  with  the  same  fuel. 

Recent  discoveries  in  the  use  of  anthracite  coal 
in  tho  preliminary  operation*  ,of  smelting  and  of 
telining  the  metal  at  the  tunhel-head  of  the  fur- 
naces, must  inevitably  destroy  charcoal  blast- 
furnaces. Puddling  and  lehcating  wiili  charcoal 
has  never  been  praciieed  to  any  considerable  ex- 
tent ;n  tbis  Country—except  in  remote  regions — 
and  never  can  be.  A  few  years  since,  there  latter 
processes  were  performed  with  bituminous  coal — 
within  the  last  three  )ears,  aBtkracitp,  where  it 
was  attainable,  has  been  substituted  to  great  ad- 
vantage. The  timo  is  not  distant  when  a  ton  of 
good  chain-cable  iron,  or  iron  of  a  quality  suitable 
for  chuins,  tools,  sheen,  wacon-tire  or  machinery, 
will  be  manufactured  complete  in  regions  where 
minonl  coal  aud  iron  oro  ere  futmd  in  juxtapo- 
sition, at  an  cxpens*  less  liian  the  inutrrial  re- 
quired for  a  ton  of  charcoal-iron  can  be  brought 
together  on  the  shores  of  Lake  Champlain — to  say 
nothing  of  the  expense  of  embodying  those  maie- 
rials  into  iron. 

No  enlightened  iron-master— one  who  under- 
stands his  business  thooreticnlly  .and  practically, 
and  who  has  examined  into  tho  resources  of  the 
country  and  tho  advantages  held  out  in  the  coal 
regions— would  accept  ^ny  or  all  tho  Iron  Mines 
in  Clint-n  County  es  tt  fift,  on  condition  that  he 
should  be  obliged  to  work  them  lor  ton  years  on  a 
scn'e  commensurate  with  Uieir  extent. 

Moreover,  within  the  last  twelve  months,  all  or 
nearly  all  the  Nails  manufactured  in  this  country 
have  been  made  of  American  Iron— the  product 
of  Mineral  Coal.  There  is  a  single  establishment 
near  this  city  which  has  made  within  eight  months 
with  this  fuel  more  than  fifteen  hundred  tons  for 
this  purpose.  The  Amrrican  iron  has  lately  en- 
tirely supplanied  the  Swedes  for  Nails.  The 
amount  used  is  perhaps  twenty  thousand  tons  per 
annum. 

gain,  the  statajbont  referred  to  is  at  fault  in 
another  important  particular.  Wc  are  told  that 
"consumers  in  this  city  are  now  paying  $100  per 
ton  for  hammered  charcoal  Iron,  &c."  I  can 
inform  tho  writer  of  that  statement  that  many  lots 
of  that  same  charcoal  hammered  Iron,  made  on 
the  shores  of  Lake  Champlain,  were  sold  in  this 
market  at  less  than  £60  per  ton,  and  sereral  par- 
cels as  low  as  $50.  I  hazard  the  prediction  thai 
it  mint  be  sold,  before  tho  end  of  three  years,  for 
ess  than  $.r>0,  if  it  be  sold  it  all.  The  New-Jersey 
charcoal  hammered  Iron,  in  bars  of  ordinary  size, 
made  by  the  process  in  use  about  Lake  Champlain, 
can  be  bought  fur  $'J7.$. 

Now  •'  as  regards  the  sufficiency  of  charcoal, ' 
I  will  merely  remark  that  I  do  no!  "claim  suffi- 
cient personal  knowledge"  to  speak  of  the  rapid 
growth  of  wood  about  Lake  Champlain  with  a 
confidence  inspired  by  such  a  knowledge,  but  I 
may  be  permitted  to  say  that  tho  concurrent  testi- 
mony of  many  persons  well  acquainted  in  that  part 
of  tho  country  is,  that  the  growth  of  wood  there  is 
cxtremelv  slow  and  protracted ;  and  I  have  often 
beard  this  fact  advanced— before  the  utility  of  nn- 
thracite  had  been 

demon'trated— against  the.  St- 
ness  of  this  region  for  extensive  iron  work- 
Bo  this  as  it  may,  it  is  quite  certain  that  the 
consumption  of  400  bushels  ef  charcoal  for  even 
ton  of  iron  will  soon  clear  any  country  for  mile* 
around  an  establishment  of  any  magnitude,  and 
cause  such  an  expense  for  hauling  as  would  of  it- 
self defeat  tho  era  contemplated. 

I  huvo  not  Mr.  Cook's  Report  boforc  me,  nor 
•have  I  seen  it  since  soon  after  it  was  published  for 
the  use  of  the  Legislature.  It  struck  me  as  a  tis- 
sue of  absurdities  anil  a  display  of  ignorance  on 
the  subject  of  which  it  treats;  that  Mr.  Cook  had 

been  '  ihtfed '  h1 «-»  ow,,e»  of  lhe  $7U-0C!>  ">l^: 
ot  Ot. her  •  land  speculators.'  Many  of  iu  absurdi- 
ties have  already  been  exposed  in  the  rnbune. 
The  whole  scheme  is  impracticable,  and  ifB(lopt- 
,-d.  will  evi-nlUHte  in  a  total  failure.  I  should  be 
glad  t.>  see  the  State  Prison  competition  removed, 
that  it  msv  not  interfere  or  conflict  with  our  me- 
chanics i  but  I  hope  it  will  be  done  on  some  effect- 
ive r.lan,  that  its  success  may  insure  its  F=r!Da; 
nencv.  As  an  iron  manufacturer,  I  havo  no  dread 
or  apprehension  of  any  competition  from  works  on 
Lake  Champlain,  under  the  direction  ot  the  State 
or  of  individuals.
